Leonardo da Vinci Was the First One 
to Suggest It. 

Credible accounts exist of an English 
Benedictine monk, Oliver of Malmes- 
bury, in the eleventh century 
tried to flr by precipitating bimself 
from the height of a tower with the 
assistance of wings attached to bis 
arms and his feet. It isvsald that, hav- 
ing gone along a little way, he fell and 
broke his legs. He attributed his acct- 
dent to failure to provide his appara. 
tus with a tail which would have help- 
ed preserve his equilibrium and made 
his descent a gentler one. 


In the sixteenth century Leonardo da | 


Vinel first demonstrated that a_ bird, 
which is heavier than the alr, sustains 
Itself, advances in the air, “by render- 
{ug the fluid denser where it passes 
than where it does not pass.” In order 
to tly it has to fix its point of support 
on the air, Its wings in the descending 
stroke cxert a pressure from above 
down, the reaction of which from be- 
low up forces the center of gravity of 
its body to ascend at cach instant to 
the height at which the bird wishes to 
maintain it, Some sketches which have 
come down to us prove that Leonardo 
occupted himself, like Oliver of Malmes- 
bury, with giving man the power to fly 
by the assistance of wings suitably 
fixed to the body. 

We owe to Leonardo also the inven- 
tion of the parachute, which 
seribed in the following terms: “If a 
man had a pavilion each side of which 
was fifteen braces wide and twelve 
braces hich he might cast himself from 
any height whatever without fear of 
danger.”

However that may 
have been, the theater had to be closed, 
whereupon the Duchess of Queensber- 
ty took up Gay's cause und vehemently 
championed It,

Gevernment Experimental Farm Ex. 
pert, of Ottawa, Aims to Produce 
Cereal Fully Equal to Manitoba 
No. | Hard, with a Much Shorter 
Period of Maturity. 

Toronto.— “Before ten years have 
elapsed I expect to have some new 
varieties of wheat that in essential 
respects are better than the old ones, 
and I am certain I can get the varie- 
ties to ripen two weeks earlier than 
the present wheats cultivated in the 
West,” was the announcement made 
by Mr. George I. Saunders, of the 
Government Experimental Farm at 
Ottawa, in addressing the Canadian 
fustitute in the medical building at 
the university. The only trouble was 
that the experimental work might not 
be taken up on a sufiiciently broad 
basis’ The aim of Mr. Saunders was 
te obtain a wheat with all the good 
qualities of the best Manitoba wheat 
with a shorter period of growth. Thue 
the danger of the western crop from 
early frosts would be eliminated. 
Kor the purpose of cross-breeding he 
vad secured some varieties of Russian 
wheat from Siberia, and of the cereal 
from the higher and lower altitudes 
of India, where two crops a year were 
vrown, and the grain ripened early. 
He had a variety that would mature 
in 79 days. The western winter wheat 
took about 175 days to mature. He 
hoped inside of ten years to have 
some of his newest and best varieties 
well known. 

It was necessary for the farmers o8§ 
the Northwest to raise only the best 
bakers’ varieties of wheat, for the high 
freights that they had to pay to Liver- 
pool required them to market only the 
cereal that would bring the highest 
prices. The ideal flour for a baker 
was one that would take up an in- 
finite amount of water, and produce a 
lonf of infinite volume. This ideal 
was never attained, only it paid the 
baker who sold the bread by 
nize ond weight to use flour that ab- 
sorbed the greatest amount of water. 
The best flour for the housewife was 
made from a mixture of Ontario and 
Manitoba wheat. 

Tn describing his methods of ob- 
taining new varieties of wheat Mr. 
Sanndersa said he was limited in his 
experiments by the need of evolving 
a grain of red color, the fashionable 
shade in Cannda. In Australia the 
popular hne was yellow. Three me- 
thods of obtaining new varieties were 
in vogue. The first, or Darwinian, 
took too long a time to vield  satis- 
factory results. The quickest and 
moet antisfactory way was cross- 
breeding. 

The address was illustrated by lan- 
tern slides. 


Hil! Talks Farming. 

Rochester, N.Y.--In his address be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce here 
reeently, Jas. J. Hill discussed at 
lertgth the need of agricultural deve- 
lopment in America. “In qur_ agri- 
cultural colleges more intelligent work 
has been done than in any other place 
in the United States,” said Mr. Hill. 
“They tell us we need a larger navy. 
Why? I think we need more agri- 
ealtural colleges. If we pay more at- 
tention to the ground under our feet, 
if we come to a realization that the 
man we depend on is the farmer; 
that he is the man who produces the 
money we will not need so many 
battleships. Let us realize the value 
of land and the battleship problem 
will not be nearly s0 inveh of a factor 
in our congressional debates as «t 
present.”

mients (verse 9), wlthough at one time 
it seems to have contained the golden 
pot of manna and Aaron’s rod that 
budded (Heb. ix, 4). They made no 
niistake this time in having it eurried 
in-eny other way than that of God’s 
appolntinent (verses 8, 4). 

When the priests hed come out 
from setting the urk in its pliee, 
then the glory of the Lord filled the 
honse of the Lord, and no man eould 
stand in His pressnee (verse 1). “The 
fire enme down from heaven and con: 
sumed the burnt offering and the sae. 
Tifiess, and the clory of the Lord filled 
the house” (IT Chron, vii, 1). At first 
God walked with man in Eden, then 
in a tent with Israel, et the time of 
our lesson in the temple, loter in the 
body prepare for Him, even in Christ; 
now in the bodies of al believers, for 
we are His temple (I Cor. vi, 19, 20; 
IT Cor, vi, 16). And the time is com- 
ing when the whole earth shall be 
filled with His glory and there shall 
be neither adversary nor evil oceur- 
rent (Num. xiv, 21; Isa. xi, 9; Hab. ii, 
14; IT Kings, v, 4). Then shall the 
holy city, the new Jerusalem, have 
descended from God ovt of heaven, of 
which the seer said, “IT saw no tem- 
ple herein, for the Lord God Almighty 
and the Lamb are the temple of it: 
°° * the glory of God did lighten it, 
and the Lamb is the light thereof” 
(Rev. xxi, 22, 23). Then shall the 
temple of God be opened in heaven 
and there shal] be seen in His temple 
the ark of His testament (Rev. xi, 


Very many are the interesting facts 
concerning the temple of Solomon and 
the lessons to be learned from it. It 
was built on Mount Moriah, on the 
place which Devid purehased from 
Araunah, the Jebnsite, the former re- 
minding us of the depth and resur- 
rection of Tsane and the latter of sat- 
isfaction by blood and the Lord’s 
word, “Tt is enongh” (Gen, xxii; IT 
Sam. xxiv; IT Chron. iii, 1). The 
house was built of stone made ready 
hefore it was broneht thither, so that 
there was neither hammer nor axe nor 
any tool of iron heard in the house 
while it was in building (I Kings vi, 
7). The foundation, like that of the

Hilocks of the various breeds in each 
of the provinces. 

Its publication is for the purpose 
of enabling farmers desiring to  im- 
prove and increase their herds to as- 
jeertain where, in their own or other 
distriets, pure-bred males and females 
may be purchased. It will be of great 
service to individuals and associations

WEST COAST WHALING. 


\ 
Industry Is Steadily Growing on “| 
couver Island. 


One of the most important of Van- 
couver Island’s industries at the pres. 
ent time is whaling. The Pacific 
Whaling Co. has three stations, one 
at Sechert, in Barkley Sound, one on 
the west ‘coast of Vancouver Island 
and one at Nansimo, this being a 
winter station only, The company 
has two stenm whalers. The crews 
are mostly Norwegirns, who work on 
a pereontage bas ining big weges. 
Tn August, 1908, the eaptain of the 
St. Lawrence, hunting from Kyuquot, 
earned $430, and the seamen forward 


averaged $30 ench The whaling 
grounds are close off-shore, and the 
steamers during this season have 


brought in from three to five cs 
a day. From April to August the two 
stations took 490 whales. The steam- 
ers are fitted with a small harpoon 
gun at the bow, and when the steam- 
er steams up to a whale the gunner 
sends a harnoon tipped with an ex: 
plosive bomb into the whale’s car. 
ease, killing the mammal, whieh is 
then pumped full of air end buoyed 
ontil when the d: hunting i3 
done, the whole killed are taken in 
tow and the stermer returns to the 
whaling depot, where the oil is ex- 
tracted and the earease converted by 
patent process into fertilizer, The oil 
is shipped mastly to Glasrow, the fere 
tilizer to Honolulu. The duty of 2 
cents a eallon on oil has so far pre- 
vented the comnsany from seeking a 
market in the United States. Experi. 
ments are boing made to can whale 
flesh for sale in thr Orient, particu. 
larly Japan, where there is a demand, 
An odd sperm whale is ocensionslly 
taken, the spermeeetti adding to the 
profits.

MELBA IN PROPHECY. 


Famous Prima Donna Speaks About 
Women of a Century Hence. 


“Tt is simply tascinating to me to 
picture the woman of a century hence. 
My mind throbs with questions, What 
will she say and do? Above all, what 
will she wear?” 

It was while discussing the woman’s 
suffrage movement, to which, as stat- 
ad recently, she has confessed herself 
wn adherent, that Mme. Melba, the 
fumows singer, drew a picture of the 
woman of the future. She had just 
returned from a tiring rehearsal at 
the Albert Hall, where she will make 
it last appearance in London until 

“Instinct,” she said, ‘‘seems to tell 
me one thing about the woman of the 
future. Her freedom, which she will 
surely win, will not rob her of her 
women’s love of home. Man, after 
he hes battled with and been buffeted 
by the world, returns with an ever- 
crowing longing for the peace and 
beauty of his home environment, Wo- 
man, when the wider book of life lies 
open before her, will surely find the 
bonds of home life drawing more 
tightly around her. Woman will al- 
ways be woman; hard, unsympathetic 
frets of life will make her home seem 
even more of a haven. 

“Will woman’s beauty grow? I think 
it will be more refined in the future. 
Tn one hundred years’ time a type of 
extreme daintiness will, TI believe, 
prevail. The greater use of her brain 
will ‘spiritualize’ the future woman. 
Her face will be alight with intelli- 
gener,”?

Fur-Trappers Report That English 
Nobleman Who Mysteriously Dis- 
appeared In 1898 on Way to Klon- 
dyke Has Been Leading the Life 
of a Hermit In the Wilds of British 
Columbia—Story Not Believed.
